About noon, in the last week of June I960, six Jets 
were flying over Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario* They flew 
in formation, three on each side of the sky. The sun 
meanwhile was nearly overhead. Suddenly an object 
came very swiftly between them across the slcy and 
apparently broke the sound barrier. It was reported 
on radio station CJIC the same day that the object 
was an unidentified plane (not shaped as our own.) 

Mrs. Arthur Kunkel, a resident of the Sault was 
watching the Jets from her baokyard. She admired the 
diamond-shape pattern the Jets made with their smoke 
trails, so she took out her 8mm Kodak Brownie movie 
camera. She started shooting the design left by the 
Jets and managed to inoludo also an unknown flying 
object although at that time she was unaware of it. 

The sky was dear blue and a slight wind prevailed. 

When the film was developed, she ran it on her pro¬ 
jector. Mrs. Kunkel observed for a little over 5 sec¬ 
onds, a large bright yellow dlso-shaped oraft with the 
smoke trails as its background.. 

This film up to thiB writing has not yet been shown 
to the Air Force or any other authority. The SAWCER 
OBSERVATION CLUB of Sault Ste. Marie verified that the 
Btrange oraft had hidden itself In the sun as the sun’s 
rays shone near the object. According to Mr. Ouellette, 
direotor of that club, states; "This film proves enough 
that flying saucers exist because of the Jot trails a«d 
the object."

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THE VANISHING APT — By V/llbur 3. Smith 

There have been many well authenticate^ 
reports of flying saucers suddenly van-^ 
lshlng, and a few where they have as 
suddenly appeared. There Is little 
doubt that the phenomenon does take 
place but we ore most perplexed for a 
satisfactory explanation. 

Keade Layne of B. 3.-1.A. has suggested 
that the craft materialize from and de- 
materl&llze Into some other dimension, 
but since we know so little about this 
process proffering It as an explanation 
seems like begging the question. There 
is a great deal of evidence to support 
the fact of the materialization pheno¬ 
menon In a general sense, but our under* 
standing of it is so Inadequate that we 
are not really entitled to comment. 

Cramp and Michel have suggested that 
possibly high speed and rapid accelera¬ 
tions might be an explanation, but agaii, 
there are difficulties. Even a high 
speed shell from a big gun can be seen 
if the observer is favorably situated. 
Also, high speeds and large accelera¬ 
tions Imply large expenditures of energy 
and even if the energy itself poses no 
problem, equipment to handle and control. 
it most certainly does. All the infor¬ 
mation on the structure and equipment 
of flying saucers points away from any 
great aggregation of such equipment, 
and we are left with the conclusion 
that it is skill, rather than brute 
force which is involved. 

There la an increasing amount of evi¬ 
dence Indicating that Tiine is not quite 
what we have assumed, and that it is 
related to a field condition rather 
parallel with electric and magnetic 
fields. If we are prepared to aooept 
Time as a variable quantity, and that 
it con be controlled we oan see how 
this vanishing triok is worked, because 
it is indeed a trick. When the magi- 
oian makes an elephant apparently van¬ 
ish from the stage, he usually does it 
with mirrors and lighting. The audi¬ 
ence continues to look at where the 
elephant last appeared to be, but sees 
instead a reflection of the curtains, 
and therefore think that they are look¬ 
ing through the space recently occupied 
by the elephant when in reality they an 
are looking around it. 

If a flying saucer la parked in a 
meadow with a background of trees, and 
arranges things so that there is less 
time dose to the ship than more remote 
from it, light will be bent towards the 


ship, because the wave front will find 
that the side next to the ship has 
less time and therefore oan*t go as 
far as the side away from the ship. 
Light being reflected from the trees 
and pa a Bing dose to the ship to reach 
an observer will bend around the ship, 
muoh as light is bent in passing 
through a lens, and an observer who 
is accustomed to thinking that light 
always travels in straight lines thinks 
that the image of the trees has oome 
to him directly through the space 
oooupled by the sauoer, whereas in 
reality it passed around the sauoer, 
and the saucer to all Intents and pur¬ 
poses was rendered invisible. 

It is true that there will always be a 
little residue of oore made up of light 
which came directly from the sauoer 
along the same path as the light from 
the trees, but the effect is precisely 
the same as if the saucer were viewed 
through a strong concave or reducing 
lens, and it would appear to be so 
small as to be inconspicuous and would 
not he noticed. 

An acute observer might be able to de¬ 
tect the presence of the sauoer, either 
through locating the tiny image, or 
through noticing the apparent increase 
in distance from himself to the back¬ 
ground in the direction of the saucer, 
sinoe the light passing near the sau- 
oer would have to travel a little 
farther than the light passing at a 
greater distance. If the observer were 
in motion while this latter observation 
were taking place he would note that 
an area of background would seem to 
recede as if it were painted on a baclff" 
drop and the backdrop had a wave in it. 
Sinoe it is rather apparent that 
sauoers do make use of field mani¬ 
pulation for their support and pro¬ 
pulsion, it is not unreasonable to 
oarry this one step further and assume 
a control over the time field, parti¬ 
cularly sinoe this offers suen an 
elegant explanation for what would 
otherwise be an inexplicable phenomenon.

Red Bluff, Calif.(UPI) TWO California-- 
highway patrolmen have reported sight¬ 
ing—and then racing—a mysterious fly¬ 
ing football-shaped thing whloh gave 
off a mysterious red glow. 

At least eight other persons also re¬ 
ported spotting the objeot, whioh was 
desorlbed as being the Blze of an air¬ 
liner* They reported that sometimes 
it Just hung silently In the air only 
200 feet off the ground. 

The strange story began about 11.45 pm 
Saturday when Patrolmen Stanley 3oott 
and Charles A. Carson were cruising In 
their patrol oar some 18 mlleB south 
of here. 

- Scott last night reported that he firs 1 
saw the thing about a mile and a half 
away at an altitude of 200 feet. It 
seemed to have a row of horizontal 
lights and "something on the end that 
made a red beam" and appeared to be 
sweeping the ground. 

As they kept looking at it in dlsbelle: 
it suddenly shot noiselessly up about 
500 feet. 

They sent out a radio alert and then 
put their flashing red light on. The 
object swung its red beam and then be¬ 
gan to slide across the sky. 

They pursued the objeot for about 2 hn 
At one time, it went into "various 
manoeuvres—straight up and down, and 
sideways." But it Boon left Its 
pursuers behind. 

Three deputy sheriffs, hearing the rad 
dlo alert, raced Into the hunt. They 
said that they saw it too, but were 
also out-manoeuvred as the thing dis¬ 
appeared over the easternhorlzon 
around 2 am. 

At this time, the patrolmen's radio 
was full of atatlo, presumably caused 
by the flying object. 

Meanwhile, here in Red Bluff, the nlghl 
Jailer, Clarence Fry, picked up the 
radio alert. About 1 am. he marched 
four prisoners onto the front steps 
of the Jail house. All five men test- 
ifiod to seeing the glowing mysterious 
objeot "about 25 miles to the south." 
Neither of tho highway patrolmen would 
identify it as a "flying saucer." 

But their boss, Capt. Ruel Blohm, said 
last nighti "They know they saw it and 
we know they oaw it."

The return of the Thing, or Things, 
strange flying objeots that provoke 
questions without answer, was the talk 
of Tehama oounty today. 

They made a repeat performance last 
night in the Bky over Mineral, on the 
west side of Laseen National Park. This 
is 30 miles east of where three highway 
patrolmen reported similar sightings 
Saturday night. 

Viewing the eerie gyrations of the 
Things this time was a lip-ohewing 
audlenoe of at least 20 persons, eaoh 
grateful for the presence of the others 
to substantiate his story. 

These included three Tehama oounty sher¬ 
iff’s deputies waiting out a roadblocko 
"I've never seen anything like It and I 
probably wouldn't say anything about It 
now if others hadn't seen it too," said 
Deputy Bill Gonzales. 

Gonzales desorlbed the Things as flying 
in a loose formation, glowing a brlllian 
red and white. 

"They were dipping and diving and moving 
at simply unbelievable speed,” he said. 
"And the really strange part —they 
didn't make a sound." 

Gonzales, along with fellow deputy A.D. 
Perry, had staked out a roadblock for 
two gunmen who robbed the Chester 
Bonk of Amerloa branch yesterday of 
016,500. They saw no bandits, only 
those weird objects flitting about the • 
sky. Perry said he had no theories 
about the Things, noting oryptioally: 
"This is something over our heads." 
Gonzales and Perry said they were too ***“ 
far from the objeots to describe any 
definite shape, although Perry, with 
some reluctance, said he believed they 
were "sauoer-llke".

Sheriff's office said no written reports 
were filed on the Incident, "although 
it looks like we may have to start a 
file."

Balls Corners is a small village and 
rural centre about five miles west of 
Ottawa* One of those small holdings 
about a mile and a half south of Bells 
Corners is held by lire* Couturier and 
her family* The land immediately sur¬ 
rounding the house and up to the high¬ 
way is aleared but behind the house is 
bush land running into swamp. Across 
the swamp and about a mile west Is an 
abandoned farm with the barn still 
standing and reasonably serviceable, 
with a couple of meadows nearby which 
were originally fields* 

During the week of August 18, 1958, 
exact date impossible to determine, at 
-about-K>s45 p.m. £.B*T«,-Mre. Geuturiei 
glanoed out of her window and notioed 
a patch of bluish light from sane unex¬ 
plained source in the yard about 20 ft. 
south from the house* She immediately 
put on a blaok house coat and went out 
into the yard to investigate. Her son 
who lives on the ground floor of the 
same house also came out to investigate 
Her son who lives on the ground floor 
of the same house also came out to 
investigate. Although Mrs. Oouturier 
walked right up to within a oouple of 
feet from the light, her son remained 
near the ooraer of the house, urging 
extreme caution* 

Mrs* Couturier said that she saw withiE 
the patoh of light what appeared to be 
a small person lying face down on the 
ground with the face lifted so that she 
cculd see the eyes but not the lower 
part of the face. She described the 
head as perfectly round and about the 
size of that of a six year old child, 
with short cropped rather dark blonde 
wooly hair on it. The skin appeared tc 
be very vifoite and without blemishes or 
markings. She was unable to see if 
there were nose, mouth or ears, but 
she did note that the eyes were quite 
large, round and seemed to be faoetted 
and jewel-like* She was unable to 
determine the source of the light but 
gained the impression that it came 
from the eyes* 

At this point and after looking at thl« 
being for about a minute, Mrs Coutur¬ 
ier® a son beoame so insistent that 
she left the vicinity and to satisfy 
him returned to the house and when she 
looked out the window the light was 
gone and since there was no moon nothii 
further could be seen* Although Mrs* 


Couturier says that she was not fright¬ 
ened, her son apparently was terrified, 
otherwise a further investigation might 
have been made at the time. Subsequently 
she told this story to various friends 
but was met with frank disbelief. 

This story came to our attontion on 
February 16, I960, following a short 
TV program on flying sauoers over the 
local station, when Mrs. Couturier 
phoned the station and told her story. 
Heavy snows in the area prevented any 
investigation until May 1st. On this 
date she was interviewed on tape and 
the grounds looked over. She pointed 
out the plaoe where the being was seen, 
which was marked by an irregular area 
of dead grass about 3 ft* by 1$ ft* 

She also pointed out where small 
unexplained footprints had been seen 
in the snow last March, the line of 
whloh was projected to the vicinity 
of the old ham mentioned above* The 
footprints were described as being 
about what a six year old child might 
have made but sideways, and fairly 
oloBe together as if the person had 
paoed along sideways* 

It is unfortunate that the footsteps 
were not reported at the time they were 
noted, sinoe some investigation might 
have been made at the time in spite of 
the heavy snow. However, Mrs. Couturier 
is strongly of the opinion that the 
being, whoever or whatever he is, is 
still in the neighborhood. A super¬ 
ficial search of the three or four 
square miles of bush and swamp baok of 
the Couturier house failed to yield any 
tangible evidence of either a space 
craft or a possible oooupant or aliens 
being, but the terrain is such that a 
small army could hide out with little 
or no ohanoe of oasual detection. Mr©. 
Couturier has promised to advise immedi¬ 
ately of any further developments In 
the area* (From "TOPSIDE" June, I960) 
(Credit: Mrs. A.M. Hardy for this one 
and also the next item.)

1 FLYING OBJ JOTS’ CONCERN 3JHAT0R3 

Washington, (UPI) Senate investigators 
have been ordered by Democratic leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson to keep "close watch" 
on major developments involving UFOs 
it was dlsolosod today, 

Johnson, Democratic Vioe President nomi¬ 
nee, also has ordered the staff of the 
3enate Preparedness Subcommittee to give 
him a report on any "significant" sight¬ 
ings of UFOs, along with an analysis of 
resulting Air Foroe investigations. 
Congressional sources said the check ha£ 
been underway some time but that nothine 
sensational has turned up. 

Johnson revealed his order in a letter 
to retired Marine Air MaJ. Donald So 
Keyhoe r -head of -a priva te gr oup called^ 
the National Investigations Committee 
on Aerial Phenomena. The organization 
has been battling for years to gain 
official recognition of the existence 
of such things as flying saucers, 

Keyhoe made the letter publio along with 
a statement by his group acousing tho 
Air Force of a "wrong and dangerous" 
polioy in allegedly suppressing infor¬ 
mation on UFOs, 

Keyhoe's committee said it had evaluated 
carefully hundreds of UFO reports by 
military and airline pilots, missile 
traokers and other experts during the 
last three years. 

"It was the majority conclusion", the 
committee said, "that the UFOs reported 
by these skilled observers were unknown 
devices, under Intelligent oontrol." 
Ileyhoe said one of those concurring in 
this view was Vice Adm. R.H. iilllon- ^ 
koetter (rot.) former head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, plus 200 
other military experts, scientists, 
engineers and analysts. 

Keyhoe's committee said there night be 
danger that unrecognized UFOs oould set 
of an accidental war with Russia. Key- 
hoe said such a warning already has 
come from French General L.IJ. Chasaln, 
NATO coordinator of Alliod Air Foroeso 
ile said C has sin urged world governments 
to study the possibility of UFO reality 
"if only to avoid the dc.nger of global 
tragedy." 

Koyhoe asserted that several false air 
alerts in tho United 3tates already were 
on record. He said some were caused by 
defense radar operators mistaking "UFO 
formations" for possible enemy aircraft.

Ib it the Eoho I apaoe satellite, a 
piece of Echo’s launching apparatus, 
or an unidentified flying object? Whalxs 
ever it is, solentiflo and pseudo-sci¬ 
entific observers are perplexed* 

For the second night in a row, a white 
objeot a bit bigger than a star has 
appeared in the south-southwest sky 
over London, Ontario, and arohed about 
130 degrees in a northeast direction* 
This was on Wednesday, August 17, 1960* 
The University of Toronto Y a Dunlap 
Observatory said this 1 b not the U.S* 
Echo I space satellite. 

Prof* Gordon R. Magee, head of the de¬ 
partment of pure and applied mathema¬ 
tics and astronomy. University of West¬ 
ern Ontario, said he saw the same 
object both nights. 

"It was definitely a man-made objeot," 
Prof* Magee said. He also said the ob¬ 
jeot did not appear as bright last 
night, did not travel as fast, and 
moved more to the east in Its aro* 

C.S. Clouthier, an amateur astronomer, 
sc.id he was watching stars in his back¬ 
yard when the objeot oame into view in 
the direction of the planet Jupiter. 

He said it arched in the sky for six 
minutes and seemed to veer to the east 
when it disappeared. Dunlap scientists 
conceded yesterday that something 
appeared in orbit but it wasn't Soho I 
and they didn't know what It was. 

There has been no sign at the Dominion 
a atrophysleal Observatory at Victoria, 
B.C., of a red object reported by 
Grumman Aviation Engineering Corp* in 
New York as oiroling the earth. The 
oompany photographed the objeot with a 
tracking camera. It appeared about a 
tenth the size of Echo I and travelling 
about twiae as fast* 

Sightings from amateur astronomers and 
others have been received throughout 
the United States and Canada. 

The last week In August, the objeot 
streaked across Long Island skies, 
baffling space scientists* Observation 
taken by experts have been fed into 
electronic computing machines but have 
yielded no specific results* 

Nightly at about 9 o'dock it was seen 
over Bethpage, L.I., and has been seen 
ac far west as Chicago but not much 
farther beyond that. Chiefly it has a 
reddish tinge. But it also has been 
seen as a pale, silvery white* It was 
photographed at 8:51 p*mo south of the 
zenith. Henry Courten, chief of the 
tracking station said It was first seen 


on Tuesday, August 23rd. It comes a 

few minutes before or a few minutes 
after 9 p*m* 

Wednesday and Thursday (28 & 29) it was 
sighted by the Observatory at Southern 
Connecticut State College. Robert I. 
Johnson, direotor of Chicago's Adler 
Planetarium sighted it on Friday, and 
is busy compiling data on the object. 

He says it doesn't appear to be an 
artificial satellite or a meteor. 

As yet there has been no explanation 
for the objeot which travels from oast 
to west rather than in the west to oast 
trajectory oommon to man-made satellite; 
Steven Urbano of Lantana Heights. Fla* 
saw a bright white objeot hot on th® 1 
he®ls of Soho I on august 31. It was 
about the same size as the Soho I 
except for a greater brightness and 
pulsating, finally disappearing after 
going in the same path, about 10:20 pm. 
This was only minutes after James Manov 
4eputy-dlr®otor of IIOUFC, an Oklahoma 
8 f^ or ^ olub * sl 3 bted the object, along 
with about 25 other persons, pulsating 
on a westerly course. However, Kaney 
and his friends made 3 sightings within 
an hour vhioh rules out a satellite at 
that particular tine. None of them 
would have anything to gain by making 
a false report. 

Toronto satellite watohera caught sight 
of a point of light moving aoross the 
sky at about twloe the spe«d of Echo I 
on Tuesday night, 3ept. 6th. Dunlap 
Observatory said it was probably one of 
several satellites now in orbit about 
the earth. For some reason it was Dora 
easily ooen last night than normally. 

And on Sept. 8th, your editor and his 
wife while visiting relatives and 
watohing for Echo I in their backyard 
aaw an objeot orosslng the sky through 
the big dipper in a west to east direct¬ 
ion, in a perfect straight line and 
disappearing in the haze of Richmond 
Hill a lights nearly. It was going 
about 2—3 times as fast as Echo and was 
a steady white light, remaining in sight 
for about 10 seoonds. This happened five 
minutes before Eoho I made its appear¬ 
ance at 9o25 pm. Hatching for the 2nd 
arrival of Eoho I at 11*34 pm 0 , the same 
night, a bright light appeared next to 
Aroturus and went in a northern direct¬ 
ion and disappeared. At the same time, 
ivrso A. Pollock and son David, v/atohod' 
another objeot in a slightly more west¬ 
erly direction than Aroturus go In a 
southwest direction. They all appeared 
as bright and ao high as 5cho I.

"Ominous in this regard is the possibi¬ 
lity that the Russian defense system 
may mistake a formation of UFOs cross¬ 
ing their territory from a neighboring 
country and inadvertently retaliate* H 


So far, Strlngfield has answers from. 


the United States and Britain. 

"CHARGE NOT TRUE", Lt.Col. Lawrence J. 
Taoker of the office of the secretary 
of the air foroe, referring to another 
mart of Strlngfield 1 s letter, said, 
"There is absolutely no truth in the 
oharge that the Air Force or any other 
governmental agenoy is withholding 
information on subject of UFOs from 
the general publlo." 

Col. Taoker enclosed a report of compi¬ 
lations of UFO sightings this year 
through June 30.
